DR. IRA REMSON SPEAKS

President Remsen called attention to 
the fact that President Smith ts an 
alumnus of Johns Hopkins university, 
and to the close relations that exist be- 
tween Johns Hopkins and the colleges and 
universities of the south. 

“Since our work began in 1876,"’ he said,

Europeans have been accustomed to 
regard America as the land of marvels, 
mechanical and natural, but not, per 
haps, as the land where personal com- 
fort has reached its highest known de- 
veloganent, 

Yet a brief consideration of the Hotel 
St. Regis, New York, will convince 4 
fair-minded inquirer that the latter defi- 
nition is the true one. The St. Regis 
has been somewhat widely talked about 
as the finest hotel in New York, perhaps 
in the world; but in justice to its pro 
prietor, Mr. R. M. Haan, it should be 
recognized above all as the hotel which 
gives its guests the largest measure of 
personal comfort. 

Tits standard of comfort is, of course, 
that of the man of cultivation and re- 
finement. It is, perhaps, the only hotel 
where the owner of a perfectly appointed 
house can stay without missing any of 
the things essential to his comfort. Thsé 
servants afte just as well trained as 
those in the best of the great private 
houses of England. Ali the arts, all the 
sciences, all the resources of modern in- 
genuity have been employed, not to pro- 
duce a dazzling magnificence, but to in- 
sure the eomfort of the guest. Exqul- 
site marbles, rare woods, crimson bro- 
cades are javished among its eighteen 
stories, not because they are costly, but 
because they present the combinations 
of form and color most pleasing to the 
cultivated eye. 

The St. Regis is not a hotel for mil- 
Honaires only. Its charges do not exceed 
those of first-class hotels anywhere, and 
in proportion to the comforts afforded 
they are less.

These and the restaurant 
charges are not higher than those of 
any other first-class hotel. 

The most splendiaé rooms in the hotel 
are the public ones, and these are open 
to all guests. In contrast to the digni- 
fied splendor of these rooms is the gay 
charm of the neighboring palm room, 
Here the story of. Cupid and Psyche Is 
depicted in a series of dainty ljunettes on 
the ceiling by two famous artists. In 
the adjacent cafe, which is paneled in 
oak, are hung a series of splendid six- 
teenth century Flemish tapestries repre- 
senting incidents in the Ife of Solomon 

On the floor above is a succession of 
public apartments leading to the great 
banqueting hall, which is lined from 
floor to corniee with polished white statu- 
ary marble, divided into panels.  Yel- 
low and white Venetian damask hangings 
jend softness to the éffect. Through 4 
corridor hung with treasures of mediae- 
val art—tapestries, altar cloths, brocades 
—one passes to reception rooms paneled 
in Circassian walnut and white mahog- 
any; then to the library, lined with rich 
brown English oak, filled with books 
meant te be read and furnished With a 
catalogue and Mbrarian. One may ¢n- 
joy a clear view through this splendid 
succession of apartments. 

‘he far-famed state apartments, after 
ali, are only the final key of the sym- 
phony which has been played throughout 
the St. Regis. And why should there not 
be a luxurious suite where the city may 
house an honored visitor, or where an 
exacting private individual may indulge 
his taste for luxury and comfort? The 
attitude toward it ought to be one of 
pride, aS much so as toward their su- 
rerior office buildings. 

A delightful feature of the St. Regis is 
the stamp of artistic individuality in 
every room end every piece of work. 
Thore os an entire absence of the ma- 
chine-made effect so usual in large ho- 
tels. Every suite of rooms has its in- 
dividual Gharacter, ite specially made Bel- 
fast I’nen, fts silk brocade paneling, its 
Ortentai rugs of special design. Every 
bed room in the hotel has an attached 
bath room, with a porcelain tub and sil- 
ver-plated plumbing. 

“The soul of a hotel is the kitchen. If 
tha. is wrong, all is wrong.’ . That is, 
perhaps, Proprietof Haan’s best epigram. 
In the kitchen of the St. Regis hy- 
giene teigns. It is @ great, white hall, 
stretching almost as far as the eye can 
reach, lined with white tiles, floored with 
white marble and divided into working 
compartments by counters of glass and 
white Carrara marble. There is not a 
pioce of wood in it. The soup cook, the 
fish cook, the noast cook, and the pas- 
try cook, each has his separate section. 
Pneumatic tubes bring down the orders 
fom the eighteen floors above, for dinner 
is served on every floor. Electric eleva- 
ttors fiy up with the dishes in re- 
sponse. 

The triumph of science, as applied to 
personal comfort at the St. Regis, is the 
system of ventilation. Nowhere in the 
town can one breathe such pure air. One 
shuts the window at St. Regis to make 
eure of good ventilation. Before the air 
is permitted to circulate in the hotel it is 
fitered through dozens of folds of cheese 
cloth, which removes all the dust and 
dirt. Then the air passes through an 
epraratus in which it is dried or moisten. 
ed according to the prevailing state of 
the atmosphere. It is also cooled in 
geummer tithe by refrigerating pipes and 
warmed in winter by steam coils, so that 
it constantly remains at the temperature 
most conducive to health. The purified 
air is distributed through the building 
by electric blowers and enters the bed 
rocms through openings concealed by ar- 
tistic bronze work. 

On the wall of each room is a ther- 
mostat, which automatically regulates 
the temperature. By means of this, the 
guest can permanently keep his room at 
the temperature most pleasing to him. 
The exhausted air is constantly drawn 
tbréugh the roof by an electric fan and 
carried away. 

This is only one of many hundred de- 
vices for guarding the health of the guest 
at the St. Regis. No brooms or dusters 
are used to stir up the dust and shift 
it trom one place to another. The cham- 
ber maid moves 4& vacuum pipe to the 
chair or carpet to be cleaned, and in- 
etantly the dust is drawn to the basement 
by a suction pump. 
| In eonclusion, we may say that if a 
great millionaire, who wag also a great 
ar. connoisseur, planned to furnish a 
house 89 that it would give the highest 
yueasure and comfort to his intimate per-« 
scnal friends, he could do no more than 
the St. Regis does for all its guests.

Memphis, Tenn., November 24,—(Spe- 
cial.)—Southern League managers, club 
presidents and other officiais will meet 
at hotel Gayoso tomorrow in annual 
conference. 

President Kavanaugh and Secretary 
Miller, of the league, arrived tonight, 
and mingled with Charles Frank, man- 
ager of the New Orleans baseball club, 
who will be formally presented with the 
1905 pennant at tomorrow's session; 
Captain W. T. Crawford, president of 
the Shreveport Baseball Association; 
Robert Gilks, Shreveport’s manager; W. 
A. Smith, Atlanta’s new manager; 
Aaron Frank, the retiring president, 
and W. B. Miller, the president-elect 
of the Little Rock club; Robert H,. 
Baugh, president of the Birmingham 
club, and Hatry Vaughan, manager; 
President A. P, Amerine, of the Mont- 
gomery club, and James EH. Coan and 
Thomas McCullough, of the Memphis 
organization. 

M. J. Finn, manager of .aghville, and 
Newt Fisher, the looked on owner of 
the club, together with Fred Morrill, 
president of the New Orleans club; and 
Ike Durrett, of Montgomery, are expect- 
ed tomortow morning in time for the 
opening of the meeting. 

Expression made by visiting magnates, 
which was indorsed by President kKav- 
anaugh tonight, indicate that nothing 
but a harmonious meeting is looked 
for. 

It is the unanimous opinion that the 
league circuit will remain intact, which 
means that Shreveport and Littl nock 
will be included in the 1906 chain of 
clubs. late tonight President Craw- 
ford, of the Shreveport club, said that 
he was practically sure that former 
Manager Gilks would agafn be placed 
in charge of the club; and Memphis 
officials, who have been dickering with 
Gilks to take charge of the local club, 
admitted that negotiations had been 
suspended. 

In fact, papers are ready for signature 
of both parties concerned whereby Char- 
ley Babb, who played with the Memphis 
team of i90i, and later with New York 
and Brooklyn, wil] assume charge of 
Memphis interests. 

The most important business that will 
confront the league fathers tomorrow is 
the question of a salary limit, President 
Kavanaugh has prapared a statement, 
which will be presented to the board, 
which will show a profit despite the dis- 
advantages of quarantine and yellow 
fever during the latter part of the season, 

An address, however, has been prepared 
by Kavanaugh, in which he points out 
that a salary limit must be adopted in 
order to assure the life of the league. 
“I will suggest that but thirteen players 
be embodied in the pay roll of each 
club,” saiqg Judge Kavanaugh. “Of 
course it will remain for the clubs repre- 
sented to name the limit of salary for 
the thirteen players, but I favor a month- 
ly HMmit of $2,500, to be enforced to the 
letter, the fine for violation to be forfeit- 
ure of franchise and transfer of the club 
to some other city, 

“This may seem drastic, but I have 
studied the situation pretty thoroughly, 
and find that something must be done to 
preserve baseball in the south against 
fabulous ealaries stimulated by the spirit 
of keen competition.” e 

Judge Kavanaugh will be supported in 
his views on the salary limit by the 
representatives of the Memphis, Little 
Rock, Shreveport, Nashville, New Or- 
leans ang Montgomery clubs, 

Manager Smith, who is there, said that 
he was in favor of a maximum lmit of 
$2,800, with all the players on the pay 
roll within that limit a club cared to 


have.
